11 y what means it always happens, that in 
New gaaih Wain it is all hut UttpuwiUe to 
keep men toncthcr, for any terurth «f time, in a 
ei.tniq.ni cause, it is not out business to eon- 
aider. It is a fact so notorious, that it needs 
no elucidation. The consequence ol thia 
apathy in public matlers ia, that the colony 
must retrum-ade, or that, al any rate, it cannot 
advance as it ouaht to do. Hence it ia. that in 
all tliesiatEr colonies, though they are of more 
recent eeitjilrfishrarnt, there arc imikatiun* of 
literary juid scientific advancement which ws 
may in vain look for amongst ourselves; and 
thai a national feeling so to .peak ia mot* 
quickly eupplnnting there the colonial feeling 
than In New South Wales. Perhaps snme uf 
this hito'ba traced to th* greater and 
abiding uiflueiicc ol penal consideration*. And 
.iirt .i other evidences it mtial la' admitted, 
that this shows very plainly how injurioua a 
continued connection with ooovLct establish 
ment> is and ruuat bt to th, population of any 
Hiunlry » lirreaoereT.

in their own dnutgery and toil ; the pre- 
ta, in a vary conaidorable pro- 
portion, of persona of a better clan, who 
have been industrious and thrifty, and 
who carry with them the means of tit. 
ling down in the new world a» respect- 
able and Bubabantial settlers. These 
are men whom the colony can 
ill apart, and conurtutig whom the 
i|ncttion naturally arises, rrAy dp 
they go? If they have done to well 
here, why do they betake thrraarlva* to 
another, and a diatant and fu 
.bore? Having property, why do they 
expose it to those Benny, risk, wilt 
which CsJifbrnia is said to abound? 



Dwelling in confortalile home*, with all 
the conveniences and safeguards of civi- 
lised society about them, why do they 
repair to a country in which to much 
destitution, and suffering, and danger 
have been encountered by thousand* who 
went before : 

There is reason to believe that in their 
esse there is itumething more than that 
vague, restless, unreasoning spirit of 
fortune -hunting; which actuated moit of 
their predecessor*. California is now 
one uf the United Slates, and its toil the 
property of the (leneral Uovernmeot. It 
is, therefore, suTipYrt so those laws bywhteh 
the Union is governed, and under which 
its tSairs are administered, f Jne of these 
laws relates to the sale anil price of pub- 
lic lands, throwing them open to all. 
comera at the fined price of a dollar per 
acre. No exception ia known to havvj 
been made by Congress tit the applicant, 
lit y of this law to the toil of C'alifomit. 
The current impression amongst the pre- 
sent race of emigrants it, that on their 
arrival there will be no impediment to 
their converting their •lock of dollara, 
be it large or umali, into at many acres 
of freehold inheritance. Here is a clue 
to the mystery — a solution of the pro- 
blem. 

Could the public domain of New South 
Wales be purchased, in laTgc or small 
quantities, at the American price and 
with the American facilities, there can be 
no doubt that very many, or moat, or 
nearly the whole of the monicd emigrants 
who are now turning their batk* upon dp, 
no old remain an our permanent fellow, 
colonials, iiut when they compare the 
two cases — when they see that in this 
country Land cannot be purchased at less 
than a pound sterling per acre, and thia 
not the Hxed but the minimum upset 
price, which the Oovernrneiit can raise at 
plum ure, and which may bo run up to an 
indefinite amonnl under the excitement 
of sale by auction j and when they see, 
on the other hand, that in America it may 
be purchased at one-fourth of a pound per 
acre, and this the uniform price, which 
the Government have no power to alter, 
and which private conijietitloa is not 
per mi tied to disturb. — it cannot be 
denied that they have a strong tempta- 
tion to pursue the course upon which 
they are bent, hazardous as they know 
thst course lo bo. Xor is thia all The 
difference is not merely a difference of 
price. When they lay out a pound in 
New South Wales in the purchase of 
land, they rcceivo for their money an 
acre of earth, in who;** bosom there may 
by possibility lurk a vein of copper; bat 
nut when they lay out a dollar in the 
purchase of land in California, they may. 
as they fondly flatter iheir hopes, receive 
for their money an acre of earth inter- 
mingled with gold, Here in a thought 
which lends to the temptation more than 
a redoubled puwer. Con we wonder 
that they yield to the evduction > 

And can Karl (Jhet, can his brother 
Ministers, eon the 1'artiament and people 
of England, wonder that we colonists 
discover in these allurements a 
fresh cause for discontent, com. 
plaint, and indignant romonatrance, 
s» ith regard lo the ahsurd and pernicious 
impolicy of our present Laud System ? 
We have long been accustomed to de. 
nounee that system as the meana of re- 
pelling British emigration from our 
shores, and diverting it 1o Enttrrn Ame. 
r/ics, ; wc are now impelled, by a new and 
pressing necessity, to denounce it a* the 
mean* of driving from our shores the 
com in ra lively few emigrants who had 
come hither, and alluring them to 
JJ Vafrm America, Tims the system 
works mischief in two opposite directiona. 
It tint reduces to the lowest ebb the 
number of capitalists and labourers who 
choose our ouuntryfor their home; and 
then, when they have resti'd amongst 
us long enough to have looked about 
them, it constraint » large portion of 
their numbtrtoseek a more brilliant home 
id the reirions of California. Shame that 
such a system should be tolerated for a 
day!
